
What Can You Do At Home?

Floor drain float valve / standpipe

Elevate utilities in basement

Prevent water from getting into window wells  or 
basement access

Rain gardens

Downspout extensions

Internal drain tile to sump pump / waterproofing to reduce seepage

Disconnect downspouts / discharge onto permeable 
surface / rain barrels

Permeable pavement (patios, walkways, driveways)

External drain tile to sump pump / waterproofing 
to reduce seepage

Overhead sewer installation

Clean / Rod / Repair Sewer Lateral Line

Install Flood Control System / Backflow Preventer
